The Tribune praised Thompson's record and 
called him "a tough prosecutor, a powerful enemy 
of political Corruption in either par ty, and a man of- 
blunt honesty." ' 

It also said Thompson would owe his allegiance 
to the voters, not the Republican party. He would 
have "undiluted loyalties toward the voters, and 
that's inviting to us," the Tribune said. 

The newspaper called Howlett, the current 
secretary of state, "an affable public servant who 
has done a creditable job/in his present office."
